AN ACT to create sections 1966—33a to 1966—33n, inclusive,
of the statutes, relating.to the incorporation and licensing of
insurance companies doing a surety business and the discharge
of sureties, and to repeal section 4281b, relating to the dis-
charge of sureties.

SectioN 1. Fourteen new sections are added to the statutes
to read: Section 1966—33a. A corporation authorized by law
and by its charter so to do may transact the business of guaran-
teeing the fidelity of or becoming surety for (a) persons holding
positions of publie or private trust, (b) the performance of any
act, duty or obligation or the refraining from any aect, (¢) the
